NOTIFICATION 
Central Excises 

New Delhi, the 27th November 1971 

G.S.R. 1784. — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (3) of rule 
49 of the Central Excise Rules, 1944, the Central Government being satisfied 
that circumstances of an exceptional nature exist in Newspaper Industry, hereby 
allows the manufacturers of newspapers to remove such newspapers on payment 
of fifty per cent of the duty leviable thereon under Item No. 61 of the First 
Schedule to the Central Excises and Salt Act, 1044 (1 of 1944), subject to the 
-following conditions, namely: — 

(1) the average circulation of each such newspaper does not exceed fifty 

thousand copies per publishing day; 

(2) the manufacturer executes a bond, with such surety as the Collector 

of Central Excise approves, in a sum equal to fifty per cent of the 
duty payable up to and inclusive of the 31st day of December, 1971 
on such newspaper; and 

'(3) the manufacturer pays the balance fifty per cent of the duty on or 
before 31st December, 1971. 
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Explanation,— In this notification, “average circulation’’ in relation, 
to a newspaper means the average number of copies sold and in- 
cludes copies distributed free per publishing day, calculated on the 
basis of the total number of days of publication during the calendar 
year, and where such newspaper is published from more than one 
place, the average circulation shall be the aggregate of average 
circulation of such newspaper published from eawh such place of 
publication. 

2. This notification shall remain in force up to and inclusive of the 31st day 
of December, 1971.
